F E Notlemen, Barons, Knights, Gentlemen, Citizens, Bur- 
geſſes, Mmi-rers of the Goſpell, and Commons of all forts it: 
the Kmgdomes of England, Scotland, and 'reland, by the 
providence of God living under one King, and being of one reformed 
Keligion, baving before our eyes the glory of Go1, and the advancement 
of the King leme of our Lord and Saviour Feſus Chri't, the Honour and 
Huappineſſe of the Kings Majeity, and his poſterity, and the true pu! lick, 
liberty, ſafety and peace of the Kingdoms, wherein every ones private 
codition is inclu ded, and calling to mind the treacheraus and bloody

Chureh-go- 
vernment by trch.Biſhops Biſhops, their Chancellours and Com- 
miſſaries, Deancs, Deanes and Chapters, Archdeacons, and all other 
Eccleſiaſtical "Officers depending on that Hizrarchy,)) Superſticion, 
Hereſie, Schime, Profancncfs, and whatſoever ſhall be found to be 
eontrary to found Dco&rine, and the power of Godlinep; leſt we 
partake in other mens {:ns, and thereb; . be in danger to reccive of 
their plagues, and that the Lord may be one, and his Name one in 

' the thice Kingdoms. 

NI. We ſhall with the ſame fincerity, reality and conſtancy, in 
our ſeveral Vocations, endeavour with our cſtates and lives, mutu- 
ally to preſerve the Ritcs and Privilecges of the Parliaments, & the 

. Liberties of the Kingdoms, aud to defend the Kings Majeſties perſon 
and authoriry, in the preſervation and defence of the true Religion, 
and Liberties of the kingdoms, that the world may bear witneſſe, 
with our conſciences of our Lojalty, and that we have no thoughts 

' or intentions to dimimiſh His Majeſties jult power and Greatneſſe. 

II'T. We hall alfo with all faichfulneſſe endeavour the difcovery 
of all ſuch as bave been, or ſhall be Incendiaries, Maligr nts, or 
evil Inftruments,by hindering the Reformation of k eligion, dividing 
the King from his people, or one of the Kingdoms from another, or 
making any faftion or parties among the people, cuntrary to this 
League and Covenant, that they.may be. broug':t to | ublick er: al), 
and receive condigne puniſhment, as the degree of their offences 
ſhall require or deferve, or the ſupreme }udicatories of both King- 
doms reipeGively, or others having power from them for that etfe&t, 
ſhall judge convenient, 

V. An whereas the happineſſe of a bleſſed Peace berween theſe 
Kingdoms, denied in tor mer cimes toour Progentors, is by the good 
provicence of God granted unto ngand hh been lately conclutcd, 

and jec1cd by both the Pai lianents, we ſhall each one of us, 8ccord- 
ing to our place and intereſt, endeavour that they may remain con- 
joyned 
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ma be done upon the wilful oppoſers chereof, in manner expreſſed 
in the precedent Articles. | 

VI. We ſhall alſo according to our places and callings in this 
common cauſe of Reli:jon, Liberty and peace of the Kingdoms,  al- 
fiſt & defend a!l thoſe chat enter into this League & Covenant in the 
maintaining and purſuing thereof, & ſhall nor ſuffer our ſelves di- 
rectly or inairealy by whatſoever Combination, perſwafton or ter- 
rour, to be divided & withdrawn from this bleiJed Unien and con- 
junftion, whether to make defection to the contrar: part, or to give 
our (elvesto a deceſtable indifferency or neutrality in this cauſe, 
which ſo much conecrnerh the glory of God, the good of the King- 
doms, and the honour of the King; bur ſhall all the daies of our 
hves, zealoufly continue therein again@ all oppofition, & promote 
the ſame according to our power, againſt all lecs and . impediments 
whatſoever; and what we are not able our ſelves to ſuppreſſe or o« 
vercome, we ſhall reveal and make known, that it may be timely pre- 
vencedor removed ; All which we ſhall do as1n the ſtght of God: 


And becauſe theſe King domes-are guilty of many fins an4 provocati- 
##5 againit God, and his Son feſus Chriſt, as is tos manife/t by on pre- 
ſent diſtreſſes and dangers, the fruits thereof , We profeſs and declare 
before God and the worll our unfeigned deſire ts be humbled for our 
own ſins, and for the ſins of theſe Kingdomes, eſpecially that we bave 
nat as Wc ,onght, valued the ine\timable benefit of the Goſpel, that we 
have nst laboured for the purity and power thereof, and that we have 
unit endeavoured to receive Chriit in our hearts, nor to walke worthy of 
him in our «ves, which are the cauſes of our ſins and tranſgreſſions ſo 
much abounding among it us : and orr true and unfeigned purpoſe, de- 
fire, and endeavonr for our ſelves, and all others under our power an4 
charge, both m putlicke and in private. in all duties we owe to God. and 
Man, to amend our lives, and each oxe to go before another iu the ex- 
omple of *a rea! Reformation, that the Lord may turn away his wrath 
and heavy indignation, an1 eftablith theſe Churches and Kingdomes in 
tr»th and peace.
